The  descriptions  are  brief,  but 
truthful. 

RIALSIDE  GRENADINE.  Inf,  Dec.  Grenadine  red, 
orange  buff  reverse.  Good  stem,  stiff  and  wiry.  Blooms 
normally  6  to  9  inches.  Prolific  bloomer.  Blue  Ribbon 
winner  at  Boston.  Certificate  of  Merit  Storrs  1935. 
Roots  $7.50  Plants  $3.75. 

RIALSIDE  RUBY.  Inc,  Cac.  Indian  Lake  to  Carmine. 
Stem,  slender  and  wiry.  Form,  perfect.  Blooms  normally 
4  to  7  inches.  Prolific  bloomer,  rather  late.  Best  Cactus 
Seedling  at  Beverly  and  Boston,  second  at  New  York. 
The  blooms  shown  at  N.Y.  had  been  in  a  tight  box  for 
18  hours,  during  transit.  Certificate  of  Merit  Storrs  1935. 
Roots  $5.00  Net.  Plants  $2.50. 

LADDIE.  Semi  Cactus.  Rose  pink  and  Bartya  yellow. 
Good  stem.  Grew  to  10  1-2  inches  at  Storrs,  where  it 
scored  81  2-3E.  A  beautiful  flower.  Roots  $5.00  Plants 
$2.50. 


SPYKIE.  Inc,  Cac.  Amarinth  purple  to  rose  red. 
Good  stem.  Grew  to  8  1-2  inches  at  Storrs,  where  it 
scored  80M.  Second  Cactus  Seedling  at  Beverly  and 
Boston.  (Beaten  at  both  shows  by  Rialside  Ruby)  Roots 
$4.00  Plants  $2.00.
